Proceedlings of the Government of His Highness 

the Maliaraja of Travancore 
Read 

.1. The rkommendations of the Travancore Education Ile -organisation 
Committee with regard to the payment of grants to private managements of primary 
schools 

2. The relevavt portions of the proceedings of both the Houses of Legis 
lature at their meetings held in August 1945 . 

3. The Truyancore Government appointed Committee charged with the 
duty of enquiring into the existing educational system in the State and forma 
lating proposals for its reorganisation with due regard to postwar developments . 
The Committee submitted its report in March 1945, and thereafter the "Government, 
in pursuance of their undertaking this effect and for the purpose of eliciting 
responsible public opinion , placed the Report before both the Houses of the Legis. 
lature . 

4. Dealing with the topic of primary education the Cotamittce bad pada 
recommendation that Government should pay to private managements of pri 
mary schools a grant equal to 75 per cent of the teachers salaries and they further 
pronceded to state that although themungemunts are oxpected to pay the remain 
ing 25 per cent, the payment need not be mode a conditan of recognition for schools 
already in existence . It bes been recognised on all hauds ebatone of the funda 
mental problems relatiug to primary education in the State is that ironnexted with 
the status and remuneration of the Leachers, without an improvement of wbica 20 
progress can be achieved in this field ,

The two flouses of the Legislature , after an exhaustive discnsaing , 
resolved that Government should make themselves responsible for prinary edu: 
cation ihronybuut the state and should fur iliis purpose take up the cuntrol and 
management of prima iry schools . This resclutiouwhe carried in the Sei Mulata 
Assembly by 54 votes to & and in the Sri Chitra State Council by 30 votes to 4 
In support of this position Government have also received deputa: ions and repre . 
Bente.tions frou reversi public organitatíous aud from bc.dice representutive of the 
teachers in pimary schools .

Having bestowed their arxinus comederation on the subject, Goverimro 
huve come to thi cocclusion that the responsilility of imparting primary education 
throughout the stifte devolves upon anu bus to be alonldered by them and 
they have according y decided to assure the cortici and mainly gement of primary 
educatiou with the definite object of making such education both free and compul. 
sory within as sbort a period de practicable ; and they have iretructed the Director 
of Public Instruction to form alle detailed proposals on the basis of a ten -year 
programme for implementing this decision . 

In piew of the agitation sponsored by certain organistiona aud thermiscon 
ceptions that notwithsanding.what has been stated publicly more than once by and 
on belixif of the Gorcromeut, still persist, Goverrrent wish to take the following 
points clear : 

1. Private agencica not curducting primary schools in buildings and premises 
belonging to them will not be called upon to surrender those buildings and preiniges 
to Government; nor will Gopcrutent take any slets towards the closure of such 
Boboole so long as they conform to th : geveral staudards of primary education and 
the general curriculoim that will be formulated in the course of implementing 
the above decision of Government 

2. Government s policy will be to build primary schools on the basie of a type 
design to be selected for the purpose . 

$ . Government will be willing if the managements so desire, and if they are 
prepired volunt -rily to hand over any of this buildings and premises to Govern 
meut, to acquire them if and ouly if such properties. Carl be conveniently used in 
conformity with Government s policy or converted juto the type-design already 
referred to apd if they pussexa such playgrounds and cooveniences as will enable 
these premises adeq.lately to be utilwed for the purposes of Governinent, la 
general, bowever, Government will not be anxious to acquire any buildings, even 
i voluntarily offered , as in their opirion it ismuch better to desigu nein buildings 
Lay out playgrounds and put up sheds for the noon-feeding of children where 
necessary, than to acquire and then probably to dewlish existing building . 

Where, as has been represented to Government in several instancer, primary 
school base come into existence as a result of philanthropic effort on the part of 
the local pablic,Goverutoent will exercise their powers under the law for the pur. 
pose, if uued arises, of utiliting premises Fested in the existing managements who 
are trustees for the public. 

5. It followe from the above decision ofGovernment that they are not anxinug 
to dispossese or to irterfere wich the management by private agencies of primary 
schools,whether those agencies are commoul, local or religious in character: Gov. 
froment desire to make it absolutely clear that it is quite open to any body or 
organisation , interested in promoting particular religious, social or edurational 
creeds or in pursuing specific educational programmes, to run their own schools 
with such objectives 

6. Government also retain the fullest discretion to giro such encouragem znt 
and support to any pioneering educational enterprice, as may give useful intr 
tion Arcillary or supplementary to the Government curriculum , 
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7. Goperament, however, in corsodurice with their declared policy of reli 
gioue veutrality ,do cot propose to give any grant to primary schools run ogrcially cr 
primarily for the purpose of imparting specific types of religious education . I 
flis conuection Goverment cannot but bear in mine that in flie vart Dajority of 
cases, primary schools ror, by denominatiocal or religious bodies are also attended 
by students belonging to communities or religions other than those of the manage 
mer te. In the nature of things Government cannot be expected to subsidise, 
directly or indirectly, the imparting of religious education to ove portion of the 
pupils in any wchool Government have, therefore, decided that while they have 
.17 objectirn to private agencies conducting primary schools for their own religious 
or sectariany purpoera . Ench Echools ,not being within the genyral scheme of primary 
education , will not be entitled to the benefit of the grints available for the purpose 
of promoting primary education in the Stute.
